1. To these bye-laws: 
( n ) " house" means any place used as a human residence , whether per 

manently or temporarily ; 
(b ) " sweeper " means any sweeper whether male or female above the age 

of 18 years. 
2 . No sweeper less tban the age of 13 years shall remove night-soil from 
any house within the limits oť Cantonment Board , Ferozepore . 

3 . Every sweeper should get his name registered in the Cantonment Board

4 . Application for registration shall be made by the sweeper in Form A . 
appended to these bye -laws and obtainable free of charge, from the Cantonment

by the Cantonment Executive Officer , free of charge, to every swceper applying 
for registration and shall bear the registered number of the swecper to whom it 
is issued 

6 Every sweeper so registered shall provide himself with a galvanised iron 
bucket of a type prescribed by the Cantonment Executive Officer. On this bucket 
he shall have painted in Red Figures 2 " high and 1 / 4 " thick , his registered num 
ber and the said number shall also be ernbossed on that bucket. 

7 . All night- soil removed by a sweeper from any house shall be removed by
